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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that Bun-ows 
does not teach the panel as an integral part of the article, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant notes that something stuck on 
the surface of an article does not become an "integral part" of the article. Applicant gives an example of a parking sticker stuck on a 
windshield does not make the parking sticker and "integral part" of the windshield. The Examiner notes that the term "integral" is defined 
to be, amongst other definitions, "essential or necessary for completeness; constituent (www.dictionary.com)." 

In the instant application, the claims recite an electroluminescent panel being an "integral part" of an article (e.g., a cellular phone). Since 
Burrows discloses (Figure 7) an article including an electroluminescent panel as one of it parts, as discussed in the Final Office action 
mailed 16 October 2007, the Examiner holds that the electroluminescent panel of Burrows is indeed an "Integral part" of the article, since 
the electroluminescent panel is a constituent, or component, of the cellular telephone shown in the drawing. 
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
